THE ELECTORIAL COLLEGE. 


ATowrncts 
Concerning 
tho Election of 
President Which Evoryono Should Un- 
derstand. 
As thero is considerable 
discuss 
ion just now on 
olectorial 
collcgo 
proccduro, tho 
following 
from 
a 
rcliablo authority at hand, says 
tho 
Star, 
will 
provo 
interesting 
reading: 
Each state is entitled 
to 
a 
numbor of electors 
equal to 
tho number of representatives 
and 
senators 
together; 
and 
electors 
choose 
tho 
president 
and 
vico 
president, meeting at their 
stato 
capitol for that 
purpose, 
sending 
soparato certificates of their choico 
for president and vico president to 
tho prosiding officer of tho sonato 
at Washington. 
No federal 
sena- 
tor or representative, 
or any 
por-so- n 
holding civil 
oflico under 
tho 
United States, 
can 
servo 
as 
an 
elector. 
Each stato may appoint 
or chooso its electors 
in 
such 
a 
manner as it sees fit; at first, thoy 
woro moro 
often 
than 
otherwiso 
chosen 
by 
the legislatures; 
now 
thoy aro always 
elected 
by 
tho 
people. 
Tho day of election must 
bo tho samo in all tho states. 
By 
act of congress tho electors aro to 
bo chosen 
on tho 
Tuesday after 
tho first Monday in Novomber. 
It 
was tho original intention that tho 
electors should 
bo frco 
to make 
their own choico, 
and thero 
aro 
instances in early years of electors 
of ono party voting 
for personal 
friends of the opposite party. 
At 
first tho electoral votes 
did not 
stato whether tho candidate for tho 
presidency or tho 
Each elector 
simply 
wrote down 
two names, ono of which could 
bo 
tho name of a citizen 
in his 
own 
stato. 
In 
tho 
official 
count, the 
cadidato 
who 
had 
tho 
highest 
number of votes, 
provided 
thoy 
woro a majority of tho wholo num 
bor, was 
declatcd 
president, 
and 
tho next highest becamo 
t. 
Tho natural results 
of this 
was 
seen 
in 
tho 
first contested 
election in 179G, 
which 
gavo 
tho 
presidency to John Adams, while 
his antagonist, 
Thomas Jefferson, 
becamo 
t. 
In 
1800, 
Jefferson and his colleague Burr 
rccoivod exactly tho samo 
number 
of electoral votes. 
This threw the 
election into 
tho 
hotiso 
of 
rep- 
resentatives, 
and 
such 
intrigues 
followed for tho 
puipose 
of 
de 
feating Jofferson that tho country 
was threatened with civil war. This 
necessitated a chango in tho method 
of .election. 
In 1801, tho twelfth 
amendment 
was 
adopted. 
Tho 
method by this 
amendmont 
was 
changed so that tho electors 
mako 
separate ballots for president 
and

In 
tho 
official 
count tho VDtes for tho president 
aro first counted. 
If no candidate 
has a majority then 
the 
house 
of 
representatives 
must immediately 
chooso 
tho 
president 
from 
the 
threo names highest 
on 
the 
list. 
In thin choice tho houso 
votes by 
states, each stato having ono vote; 
a quoram for 
this 
purposo 
must 
consis). of at 
least 
ono member 
from 
two-third- 
s 
of tho states, and 
a maj jrity of all tho states is neces- 
sary for 
a 
choice. 
Thon 
if 
no 
candicato 
for 
to 
has a majority, 
tho sonato makes 
its 
choico 
from 
tho 
two names 
highest on the list. 
A quorum for 
thopurposeconsistsoftwo-thisdso- f 
tho wholo number of senators, and 
a majority of tho wholo 
number is 
nccccssary 
to a 
choico. 
In 1877 
an 
unforsecn difficulty aroso, and 
ono 
for 
which 
no provision had 
been 
made. 
During 
tho 
presi- 
dential contest between Tilden and 
Hayes, 
South 
Carolina, Florida, 
and Louisiana had each set up rival 
governments. 
Ballots 
for Tilden 
and ballots for Hayes woro sent in 
at tho samo timo by tho two hostilo 
sots 
of 
electors 
in each of theso 
states, 
each list being certified by 
one of tho two 
rival governors in 
tho samo state. 
In tho absenco of 
any 
recognized means of deciding 
which 
ballot 
to 
count, 
tho two 
parties 
in 
congress submited tho 
result to arbitration. 
An "electoral 
commissian" was 
created for 
tho 
occasion, consisting of five senators, 
fivo representatives and five judges 
of tho 
supremo 
court. 
By this 
expediont, 
a clumsy ono perhaps, 
tho difficulty was tided over. 
Tho 
question of conflicting returns has 
at 
length been 
set at rest by 
tho 
act of 1887, which provides that no 
electoral 
vote can 
bo rojected in 
counting, except by thojointaction 
of booth houses of congress.

Bryan, their remarks

ing out enthusastic applause. 
Mr. Jones stated that Mr. Bryan 
was not a candidate for the 
presi- 
dency but when ho took 
tho plat- 
form to reply to David 
B. Hill's 
gold speech tho convention at onco 
determined ho 
was 
tho 
man for 
tho emergency, for said Mr. Jones, 
when a man can win to his cause a 
disciplined army 
of nearly 20,000, 
who had hissed to his 
seat 
ovory 
silver man who attempted 
to 
ad- 
dress tho convention, 
for it was
